Forces are at work trying to undermine our public school 


system, our constitutional guarantees of free speech, free | 
press and freedom of assembly. People look on in amazement | eae 
at what is actually taking place in various parts of California | 


and many of them are wondering what is going to happen | 


next. In the meantime the unseen power in the background, 
which is ruling from behind the scenes, becomes more bold 


and brazen from day to day. 


Good laws, like the Recovery Act, are being ignored and 
violated with a degree of effrontery that should astound all 
people, who believe that our state and our nation are and 


should be greater and more powerful than any private inter- | 


est or allied group of interests within the state or nation. Any 
law, which is not honestly or effectively enforced, faces the 
same doom that overtook national prohibition, for very 


similar reasons. 


Since when have the edicts of the steel trust or Henry 


Ford become superior to the laws of the United States? 
By what means have the banks of the United States | 


arrogated to themselves the power to regulate the money 
supply and even usurp the constitutional authority of the 


government to issue it? 


These and similar questions hold a much more prominent 
place in our public affairs than they should. Why this is so is 
a matter that furnishes food for the best thought honest citizens 
can give. We cannot go on as we are going. We must face 


and solve our own problems or go down in hopeless failure. | 
The day of reckoning is near at hand. We are rapidly 


heading for a showdown.

Whatever is to be accomplished, politically, during the 
next two years will have the foundations largely laid, so far 
as California is concerned, during the next two months, as 


the time for filing nominating petitions ends June 23rd. Right | 
now is the time to do the bulk of the thinking and planning. | 


It is largely wasted time and wasted energy to work for any 
policy or set of principles in our state or nation, unless we 
can have candidates who honestly and steadfastly believe in 
and will fight for and strive to realize, those policies and 
principles, in case they are elected. 

Too often the primaries are overlooked. If nothing is done 
now to promote the candidacies of men or women, whose 
records are such as to give a fair measure of guarantee that!

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Laundry Owners Agree 
To Pay y Minimum Wage 


New York.—Publicity as a medium 
for compelling low-wage employers 
}to pay the rates prescribed by the 
state minimum wage law for women 
gave evidence of results when of 
the forty-four Bronx laundry owners 
who appeared in the offices of the 
state department of labor here to 
answer charges of failure to comply 
with the state law, thirty-four agreed 
to pay at least 31 cents an hour for 
a forty-hour week. Imer F. Andrews, 
state industrial commissioner, an- 
nounced that four other offenders 
would promptly decide whether they 
| would comply with the minimum 
wage act or have their names pub- 
ilshed as paying less than the legal 
|minimum. The remaining six were 
{found to be in non-compliance. 

“You have an opportunity under 
the NRA code to regulate your own 
industry so that fair wages and 
profits can be paid,” Mr. Andrews 
told the laundry owners. ‘The min- 
imum wage law will put all of you 
on an equal footing in so far as the 
wage item in your operating cost 
is concerned. It is up to you to 
work out a price structure which will 
be fair to yourselves and to the con- 
suming public.”

More Factory Jobs 

Factory employment showed a gain 
of 6.1 per cent. The average over

“About 345,000 workers were re- 
turned to jobs between January 15 
and February 15, in those combined

Manufacturing and non-manutactur- 
ing industries which are surveyed 
each month by the bureau of labor 


statistics,” said Miss Perkins. 

“This estimated gain in empiloy- 
ment was accompanied by an increase 
around $12,000,000 in the amount of 
weekly wages for February as com-|} 
pared with January. 

“Comparing estimated employment } 
and weekly payrolls in February, | 
1934, with those of March 1933, there 
was a gain in employment of nearly 
2,400,000 workers. The weekly pay- 
roll last month was $67,000,000 great-| 
er than the estimated weekly wages 
of March, a year ago.” 

Cold Weather Hurts 

“The estimated gain of 345,000 per- 
sons on jobs is made up of a large 
gain and a comparatively small loss. 
Manufacturing put on about 373,000 
workers, while non-manufacturing jn- 
dustries laid off about 28,000. The 
only sharp decline in the 16 indus- 
tries listed under this head was a 
drop of 10 per cent in emploves of 
private builders. : 

Miss Perkins said she belie: d it 
fair to lay a large part of this to the 
cold weather and heavy storms which 
covered most of the country. 

The sharpest gain in manufactur- 
ing was in the automobile industry. 
In the month ending February 15, 
nearly 70,000 auto workers went back 
on the job. and the total number 
now employed is around 382,000. 

Encouraging Trends | 

Secretary Perkins spoke of several! 

trends of the figures which encour- 


age the department to believe that/ 
the gains thus shown will continue. |

the 89 manufacturing industries | 


studied, 77 increased the number of 
their employes and 79 increased their | 
payrolls during the month. 

Agricultural implements showed a!
